Roosevelt signed into law today 
"the Neutrality Act of 1939." end- 
ing the embargo on arms sales to 
France, Britain and Germany and 
establishing a neutrality policy de- 
signed to keep the United States 
from being drawn into the war In 
Europe. 


The new law, strictly regulating 


all dealings with belligerents in a 
series of safeguards against 
war 


unprecedented in the nation's his- 
tory, was signed at a formal cere- 
mony in the president's office in 
the presence of Secretary Hull and 
a large group of legislators. 


His signing of the bill gave a 


signal which some officials expect- 
ed to result in the placing of $1,-

The commander of the German 


prize crew in charge of the seized 
ship requested permission to enter 
the harbor at Haugesund, Norway, 
Mrs. Harriman reported, on the 
ground that an American sailor 
was ill and that he wanted to de- 
liver him to the United States con- 
sul Norwegian authorities sent a 
doctor aboard to investigate. 


"After investigation the doctor 


reported the seaman was not suffi- 
ciently ill to justify granting per- 
mission for the vessel to anchor," 
Mrs. Harriman said. 


"Nevertheless, the vessel did an- 


chor and the Norwegian authorities 
then took the action outlined, in 
accordance with international law." 


The German crew was interned,

Oslo — on — A German protest 


against liberation* of the American 
freighter City of Flint and intern- 
ment of her German prize crew was 
delivered today to the foreign offic» 
but well-informed sources expressed 
the opinion it would be rejected. 


The Norwegian government's de- 


cision in freeing the vessel was bas- 
ed on Chapter 13, Article 21 of The 
Hague convention rules, which says 
a prize can be taken into a neutral 
port only because she is ttnseawor- 
thy or because of weather, or lack 
of fuel or provisions; 


The rules provide that the prlza 


ship must leave again as soon as 
these conditions no longer exist. If 
it does not, the neutral nation "shall 
use all the means in its power" to 
free the ship, along with its officers 
and crew, and to intern, the prize 
crew. 


The next article, No. 22, says th« 


neutral government shall free the 
prize ship if conditions justifying 
her presence in the neutral harbor 
do not exist

Washington—Recently one of the most important voices in the govern- 


ment has come to be that of the White House secretary, Stephen T. Early. 
The word "voice" is used advisedly. 


With increasing frequency, Mr. Early is being quoted in important ut- 


terances. One ci the most significant was the dressing down which he 


gave this week to Molotoff, the Soviet premier and 
foreign commissar, who was accused of meddling in 
the neutrality debate in congress. A few days earlier 
Mr. Early rebuked Secretary of Agriculture Wallace 
for reopening talk of a third term for President 
Roosevelt. 


These who do not know Mr. Early, or who are some 


distance removed from the Washington scene, might 
put him down as an upstart busybody who suddenly 
had taken it upon himself to lecture publicly the lead- 
ing statesmen of other nations as well as members of 
the president's official family. 


Of course nearly everyone in Washington knows 


that this is not the case. 


Mr. Early, ^who has just turned 50, knows what he 


is about. He worked in Washington for years as a 


Raymond Clapper newspaperman. He served as one of Mr. Roosevelt's 
assistants in the vice presidential campaign of 1920, mainly as arj ad- 
vance man to arrange contacts and window dressing for the vice presi- 
dential candidate's campaign speeches. That was a position of responsi- 
bility requiring utmost discretion. He has served as one of the White 
House secretaries since Mr. Roosevelt took office. At first his chief duty 
was to deal with the press, the ra- 
dio, and the news photographers.

Grand Admiral Has Spent 45 of 


His 63 Years in German Navy 


Y«rk —(9V- Grand Admiral 


Erich Raeder. veteran of World war 
sea battles at Dogger Bank and Jut- 
laud, has spent 45 of his 63 years in 
the German navy. But up until two 
years ago at least he didn't'have a 
gray hair in his head. 


How gray he'll grow in Ger- 


many's second struggle against the 
world's Number One naval power 
remains to be seen. But it's certain 
that the serious-faced chief of the 
German navy knows what he's up 
against, for he recently told a Ger- 
man youth meeting: 


"There is no doubt that a strong 


fleet, offensively directed, decisive* 
ly influences war . . . Every war 
with a sea power, moreover, will 
be decided on the seas." 


And besides he's had more than 


a taste of the British fleet in ac- 
tion. No "desk admiral," he helped 
bombard the British coast in 1914. 
He rode the North Sea as chief of 
staff to Admiral von Hipper, whose 
famous battle-cruiser squadron led 
the Kaiser's navy into the battle 
of Jutland. 


Nine years after the Germans 


scuttled their World war fleet at 
Scappa Flow in 1919, Raeder won 
his admiral's stripes and rose to 


i the commander-in-chief s job in the 


I German navy. Fi;om there this old- 


j line naval officer without political 
background or ambition has been! 
drawn into high German councils. 


Last' April the Fuehrer crowned 


Raeder's career with the title Grand 
Admiral, comparable to a Field 
Marshal in the army, a distinction 
held before him by few others in 
German history. Among- them was 
the Kaiser himself, and famed Ad- 
miral von Tirpitz, builder of Ger-j 
many's Pre-1914 fleet and author of 
the last World 
war's

many's three 10.000-ton pocket bat- 
tleships finished under his regime.

The new British ambassador, Lord Lo- 


thian, is said to have made a good impres- 
sion with his first address in this country. 


He was very frank in admitting what 


he called the "economic errors of Ver- 
sailles.'' Of course, he couldn't admit the 
territorial errors gracefully else Britain 
would lose a half a million square miles 
of territory. 


In that connection we think should be 


quoted a statement by Viscount Gort, chief 
of the general staff, but like most pro- 
fessional soldiers, a plain, blunt man. He 
said: 


"The British Empire -was -won by the 


sword, has been preserved through 
generations by the sword, and in the 
last resort can only be safeguarded by 
the sword." 
If a Junker from East Prussia ever 


dared to say anything of that sort, and we 
stUl bed an ambassador at Berlin, our 
President would be so offended at such 
belligerent words he probably would or- 
der him home. 


Lord Lothian, in that initial Ameri- 


can address of his, over-simplified history 
in other respects than that of Germany. 
He said in reference to our country: 


"You drove King George III out of 


the United States because he unwisely 
insisted on trying to make you pay part 
of the cost of the Seven Years War." 
The gentleman does our colonial fore- 


fathers a great wrong. They weren't op- 
posed to paying a .share of the cost of the 
Seven Years War or any other war. They 
didn't merely kick about taxation. Their 
complaint was boiled down into very 
expressive language, "Taxation without 
representation is tyranny." 


As eastern papers said, Lord Lothian 


made a good impression. 
No doubt, he 


is a genial, understanding man. 


As a writer of history, however, he is 


quite inaccurate. But had he quoted Vis- 
count Gorfs blunt statement he might 
have been recalled. 


BUT DO DOCTORS EVER ERR? 


At the ..American College of Surgeons 


a proposal was made that in every case in 
which a physician is called a record be 
kept of the doctor's opinion, diagnosis or 
prognosis so that comparison can be made 
with the actual outcome and an ancient 
jest to the effect that doctors bury their 
mistakes and thus escape meeting them 
every day may be abolished. 


Journalists 
have 
speculated 
upon 


whether they should cany the list of doc- 
tors in every town with their batting 
averages at the side, something like the 
baseball and football league figures. Of 
course the College of Surgeons makes no 
such suggestion but the sporty inclination 
of the people may demand it. 


There is an iron spike in this pro- 


posal upon which anyone is likely to 
stumble hard. How are we to know the 
truth about the correct malady with which 
the patient was suffering? 
Will not the 


proposal necessitate a board of inquiry 
to fix upon the precise ailment before we 
can run the particular doctor's batting 
average up or down? 


Considering their daily meeting with 


the sober and sometimes tragic affairs of 
life the doctors nevertheless are a very 
sensitive class. Politicians, including gov- 
ernors and presidents, and even dictators, 
are shown up when they make a. mistake 
or violate a premise, but to mention such 
a thing to a doctor as lack of potency in 
the pills prescribed is often taken as a 
personal affront of a most despicable char- 
acter. Lawyer's opinions are slammed 
back at them by judges and juries, proph- 
ets upon such subjects as prosperity and 
depression, surplus and famine, war and 
peace, are constantly acclaimed or crit- 
icized when the actual outcome of the mat- 
ter upon which thc-y Lave spoken >< as- 
certained. But they seem to go on 
prophecying just as cheerfully and confi- 
dentiy a? ever. 


Journalists, too. are turned over and 


have their faces washed with snow when 
they assay sn opinion concerning 
ap- 


proaching events, whether in the occa- 
sional fieid of war or the constant field 
of politics. 
But they keep on turning 


out editions and advancing opinions as 
though their record was 100 per cent.

LOCAL WORK RELIEF GROWS 


- The Wisconsin Public Welfare Review, 
a rather pretentious quarterly volume 
published by the state relief office, and 
which grew out of the relief problem of 
the last half dozei. years, reports some 
interesting material- in its current issue. 


The book quotes a statement by a re- 


lief official that "persons on relief will 
accept any reasonable job offer which 
will give them an opportunity for a rea- 
sonable term of employment." 


Then it reports that 
during recent 


months at least two-thirds of Wisconsin's 
general relief case load of about 45,000 are 
persons who are classified as employable, 
despite the fact that in some quarters 
there is a suspicion that relief case work- 
ers are pretty generous in certifying relief 
applicants as "unemployables." 


The two quotations give point to a 


third article, that local work relief as a 
local governmental policy 
is gaining 


strength in Wisconsin.

projects which local sponsors have had 
the ingenuity to devise during the last 
few years, some localities may figure that 
there is little room left for inexpensive 
relief projects inaugurated by the local 
governments at their own initiative and 
with their own relief budgets.

When spring softened the ground, 


th3 Indians took the remaining 
bundle of bones and buried it Mor- 
tuary pots filled with food were 
placed alongside the body to assist 
the departing member on his trip to 
the "happy hunting ground." Sev- 
eral of these shell-tempered mor- 
tuary pots were found near the 
bodies. 


These pots enstablish the Winne- 


bagos as unusually artistic Indians. 
Their beautifully-executed geomet- 
ric designs have led archaeologists 
to believe that the Winnebago was 
an artistic individual. Made by the 
squaws, little pieces of clam shells 
were mixed with the clay for pur- 
poses of hardening the pottery. 


Establish Definite Cmltare 


Kannenberg thinks that the dis-~ 


coveries have much to contribute to 
establishing a definite culture for 
the Winnebago Indian. He explains 
that in excavating more than 40 
"bundle burials" he has never found 
one in which the bones were placed 
under the skulL 


Another peculiarity was the find- 


ing of a decorated clam shell spoon 
on the chest of each body. No ex- 
planation Is possible for this except 
native superstition. 
Hundreds of 


glass "trade beads" brought here by 
early French traders were found 
with the bodies. 


The Oshkosh archaeologist during 


excavations carried on at Lesley's 
Point, Winuneconne, and the pres- 
ent state hospital diggings, has for- 
mulated some definite theories re- 
garding the first inhabitants of the 
Fox river valley. He classifies the 
Winnebagos as "artistic cannibals." 


This seemingly-contradictory the- 


ory is explained by the fact that

Regardless of "system" used, a 


hand such as South's under the 
part score and vulnerability condi- 
tions noted, is absolutely ideal for 
an opening preemptive (shut-out) 
bid. My correspondent was quite 
correct in stating that here was an 
opportunity to shut out the vulner- 
able opponents, and also correct in 
estimating his own probable defen- 
sive strength as very slight (It was 
certainly not to be expected that 
North was void of clubs and that 
South's suit would therefore take 
two defensive tricks.) 


Without any part-score South's 


four club bid would be ill advised 
because it would shut out a possi- 
ble three no trump response from 
hla own partner. But in view of 
the fact that a full game was not 
needed, and in further consideration 
that a three club opening would not 
have nearly as great shut-out value, 
I am strongly of the opinion that 
the bid actually chosen, namely, 
tour clubs, was the best possible 
selection. 


I cannot say as much for North's 


four heart response. Without a part- 
score a player in North's position 
would, of course, be tempted to im- 
prove the four club contract in a 
try for game, but even then I would 
frown on the bid and greatly pre- 
fer a pass on North's part But 
considering the North-South 60 part 
score, the four heart bid was noth- 
ing short of horrible It seems to 
me that North could safely presume 
that South's club suit was somewhat 
better than A K x x x!

"I want to ride on the pony," he

"Now go ahead and ride her," 
his father urged. 
Joel rode around a clump of 


bushes a few times at a walk. His 


father was impatient, so slapped 
Queen and made her trot. Joel was 
frightened, and fell off. 


He ran to the house to find his 


mother and wouldn't re-mount the 
pony, though his father urged it and 
even grew irritable at his persistent 
refusal. 


"You shouldn't have let Queen, 
trot, for Joel doesn't know how to 
ride," his mother objected. 


"Oh, that won't hurt him," hi* 


father nonchalantly retorted, "He's 
got to learn how to handle, himself 
on a horse." 


Crawl Before Yon Walk 


Even in such a mechanical act as 


walking, however, nature usually 
prepares a child by stages. He first 
learns to sit up at about 6 months, 
followed by his rolling or crawl- 
ing across the floor a few months 
later.

can stand on his feet while hold- 
ing on to the sides of his crib or to 
a chair.

into deep water, just on a parental 
command to do so. 


It probably took Joel's father 


weeks or months to develop skill at 
riding his pony a generation ago, 
but he forgets all of that, and only 
recalls galloping across the fields, 
whfch very likely was at the age of 
10 or 12i instead of at 5. 


"Why, 
I used to race my pony 


up hill and down," he 
casually 


boasts, but fails to tell us that he 
wasn't a mere 5 years old when this 
was true. 


Other fathers grow incensed at 


their sons' lack of industry and 
thrift. 


"They spend every cent they get 


hold of," one such father irritably 
remarked not long ago. "They nev- 
er save a penny."

Less than a month after Hitler's 


soldiers opened the war in Europe 
by invading Poland, a large country 
came into the "limelight," 


That country was Russia, a na- 


tion with more land in a single 
piece than any other country in the 
worfiL It is almost the same size 
as Canada, the United States and 
Mexico put together. It contains 
just about the same number of peo- 
ple as North America. 


Well do I remember my visit to 


Russia in 1930! It was short but in- 
teresting. It seemed like living in 
a hall-finished house. 


Many an hour I spent talking 


with people who had come to Rus- 
sia several years before. These in- 
cluded American engineers 
who 


were being paid high wages to give 
their skill to the Union of Socialist 
Soviet Republics—another name for 
present-day Russia. 


On my way from Leningrad to 


Moscow, I rode in one of the best 
sleeping cars I have found in my 
travels, and the riding seemed as 
smooth as going over glass. Later, 
on my way from Moscow to Poland, 
I passed the bumpiest night in my 
life. The roadbed must not have 
been repaired for years. 


I found Moscow very much over- 


crowded. It has become the center 
of Russian life, and to this day re- 
ports say it does not have enough 
home space for people to live in 
comfort 


In some ways, Russia has made 


progress since the World war. For- 
merly it had only a few factories, 
but today it is one of the leading 
nations in producing iron and steel 
There also have been forward steps 
in education. Today about three 
limes as many persons can read 
and -write in Russia as in 1914. 


On the other hand, there has been 


a dark side to Russian life. The peo- 
ple have been held down as strong- 
ly as in the days of the czars. Some 
say they have been treated worse 
than before. Thousands of Russians 
have been put to death for deeds 
which would not bring death in 


j most countries. 


Much debate has gone on about 


Josef Stalin, the Russian dictator. 
Some believe he is working to build 
Russia into a better nation. Others 
say he is a person greedy for pow- 
er. They think he does not want 
the people to speak or act freely, 
as they do in a democratic coun- 
[try.

T WAKTgs me more than slightly 
ill when I near any fisherman 
yelping because things "ain't 


what they used to be." Ten to one 
the yelper is a fellow who doesn't 
do anything to correct existing con- 
ditions and never did any fishing 
"way back when" anyway. Com- 
plainers seldom seem to do any- 
thing constructive 


In the first place most of us 


don't know how lucky we are to 
be able to get game fish as easily 
and as plentiful as we can. In some 
sections of our own country the 
fishing gentry never get the thrills 
of battling bass or any of the well 
known fighting fish. If a muskel- 
lunge were seen the boys would 
think it was a shark or whale and 
get the jitters so bad they wouldn't 
be able to do anything about it 


Gosh, all hemlocks! It does seem 


impossible that fellows can be con- 
tented with no game fish but I 
have heard anglers telling what a 
swell catch they had made and been 
all net np expecting to hear of 
record breakers when all they were 
talking about was catfish. Catfish 
being praised Is something the high 
falutin* gents don't think much of, 
but they are the ones who bemoan 
not getting five pound bass and their 
limit every time they go out 


If all of us anglers got a little 


more philosophy about fishing and 
did a little more about being con- 
tent with what we have and tried 
to make things better instead of 
yapping and complaining maybe 
fishing would be what it used to 
be. 


Some of the crabs might know 


that there are some places in this 
land of the free where the fishing 
is better right now than it ever 
was in those good old days. The 
fish hatchery men have really gone 
to town and made fish do their 
stuff where they didn't do it before.
